Klan Probe Brings 
N.Y. Official’s Dismissal

NEW YORK—tThe first result 
of State Attorney General Na- 
thaniel L. Goldstein in proceed- 
ings to annual the charter of the 
Ku Klux Klan, in New York 
state was the dismissal of Hor- 
ace A. Demarest, Deputy State 
Motor Vehicle Commissioner. 

Goldstein revealed last week 
that the Klan had secured a 
charter in 1923 by fraudulently 
posing as a fraternity, Alpha Pi 
Sigma, Inc., but that two years

Mr. Goldstein said he was una- 
ware of the existence of a klan 
charter until several weeks ago, 
when He received a letter on klan 
stationery. 

Demarest, who was one of the 
incorporators of the “fraternity” 
claimed he did not know the or- 
ganization’s nature. His dismissal 
was secured on the grounds that 
he “is unfit to hold public office”

WASHINGTON—Two American members of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can committee, Bartley C. Crum and Frank W. Buxton, said they 
were shocked by Prime Minister Attlee’s statement that the admis- 
sion of 100,000 Jews into Palestine should be conditioned on the 
disarming of. the secret Jewish army. 

Declaring that he was “deeply shocked” by the British Prime 
Minister’s statement, Mr. Crum said the admission of the 100,000 
Jews into Palestine, as recommended by the committee, was to be 
unconditional. It was the unanimous recommendation of the com- 
mittee, he added, “that these tragic victims of the Nazis should be 
admitted into Palestine in 1946, without condition.” Continuing, he 
said: 

“The point which the Prime Minister raises was made in our 
discussions, and rejected upon two grounds: first, that it would be 
indecent and inhuman to try to trade their lives upon condition that 
the Jews of Palestine surrendered their arms; second, that the so- 
called illegal army, the Haganah, would scarcely fight against the 
immigration of these 100,00C unfortunate people. 

“On the contrary, all evidence showed.that the Haganah, indeed 
the entire Jewish population of Palestine, will welcome these un- 
fortunate people. On this latter point we had confirming evidence 
from the Palestine Government itself, both from the military and 
from the police. They advised us they expected very little trouble, 
even from the extremely nationalistic Arabs.” 

Buxton Calls Attlee “Incredibly Stupid Man” 

Another American member of the committee, Frank W. Buxton, 
editor of The Boston Herald, declared that he was baffled why At- 
tlee’s statements had not yet been challenged by any of the British 
members of the committee. The British Prime Minister, he said, 
must be “an incredibly stupid man” if he did not realize how impos- 
sible it would be to disarm the secret armies, adding that Judge 
Hutcheson, American chairman of the committee, had quoted from 
the United States Constitution on the right of people to bear arms 
and from Thomas Jefferson on revolutionary bands. 

At the same time Mr. Buxton made it clear that it was the un- 
animous intent of the committee that the entry of the 100,000 Jews 
ino Palestine be effected if possible in 1946 and that Attlee’s condi- 
tions were tantamount to a rejection of the report. He said the fact 
was that at both secret and open meetings with military officers 
and Jewish police the committee was implored not to recommend 
a disarmament program because “it would be difficult, if not im- 
possible.” He compared the Haganah, Jewish defense army in Pal- 
estine, with the American revolutionary army. 

Judge Hutcheson Stands on Report 

Asked by reporters at Houston whether he wished to comment 
on Mr. Attlee’s statement, Judge Joseph C. Hutcheson, said he had 
no comment at present beyond declaring that he stood on the re- 
port recommending that the admission of the 100,000 Jews into Pales- 
tine be accomplished this year. 

White House Secretary Charles G. Ross stated that the reaction 
to the report was a mixed one though generally “highly favorable.” 
Most of the comment came from Jewish organizations and individ- 
uals expressing satisfaction with that part of the findings recom- 
mending the immediate admission of 00,000 Jews. There was, how- 
ever, no support on Capitol Hill for Attlee’s plea for American mili- 


tary and financial aid as a prerequisite to admitting 100,000 Jews.

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WHO IS TO BLAME FOR THE ZIONIST CRISIS? 


WANTED 
A NEW MILITANT LEADERSHIP 


FACING AN IMPASSE 


The 22nd World Zionist Congress —the supreme body of the World Zionist 
Organization—will convene next August. It meets at a moment of unprecedented 
crisis for Zionism and Jewry. It meets at a time when the fate of Palestine—and 
with it the fate of the Jewish people throughout the world—hangs in the bal- 
ance. The Anglo-American Committee of Inquiry declared against the establish- 
ment of a Jewish State. It proposed to offer access to the Jewish homeland for 
only one out of every fiftex:. _-aving the overwhelming majority 
of Europe’s Jews doomed to homelessness and total despair. The announcement 
of British Prime Minister Aitlee that unless the Jews of Palestine surrender their 
arms, the gates of Palestine will remain shut, indicates that Britain has already 
prepared a new alibi for blocking the implementation even of that proposal. 
And while European Jewry remains caught in the throes of agony and despair, 
Jewish Palestine is in a virtual state of war with Great Britain. 


THE OUTCOME RESTS WITH THE CONGRESS 


The Zionist Congress will have to adopt policies that shall adequately meet 
this crisis. It will have to evolve feasible and effective plans for a positive out- 
come of this decisive struggle. And it will have to elect a vigorous and dynamic 
leadership, capable of implementing these plans. 


Whether it will do it or not, depends on the character of the delegates to 
the Congress, on the measure of their boldness, foresight and ability. And this, 
in turn, depends on the Zionist and Jewish masses who will have to choose and 
elect the people who will hold the destiny of Jewry in their hands. 


The time has come therefore for all loyal Jews and Zionists to take 
stock of the situation. They must properly evaluate the policies and 
methods pursued thus far by the Zionist leadership, or, in other worda 
to appraise correctly the two major factors involved in the struggle for 
a Jewish Palestine—the imperialistic designs of Great Britain over the 
Land of Israel and the position taken by Zionist leadership toward 
Britain’s intentions. 


THE UNTOLD STORY 


The story of the British betrayal of Zionism—a story of intrigue and provo- 
cation, of bloodshed and oppression, of false pretexts and cunning propaganda 
—is today pretty well known to the American people. What is comparatively 
unknown, however, is the share of responsibility which the present Zionist 
leadership must bear for the disaster that has overtaken the Jewish people. 


We have refrained from criticizing this leadership while we were con- 
fronted with the primary and difficult task of exposing Britain’s policies and 
tactics. The time has come, however, to reveal to American Jewry, and espe- 
cially to the Zionists of America, the remaining part of the sad truth relating 
to the Jewish tragedy in the world. 


ZIONIST APPEASEMENT ‘ 


The truth is that just as Britain under Chamberlain and France under 
Daladier, so, too, Zionism under Weizmann has been the victim of a policy of 
sterile appeasement. Dr. Chaim Weizmann and his Executive believed in a 
good-fellow attitude toward Britain, even while British governments were busily 
engaged in the systematic liquidation of Zionism. Since Britain was antagonistic 
to the creation of a Jewish State, the official Zionist leadership obediently 
shelved the Jewish State idea. As the report of the Palestine Inquiry Committee 
states, “the demand for a Jewish State was expressly disowned by the Chairman 
of the Jewish Agency as late as 1932.” 


For years Weizmann and his associates minimized Zionist aims, and played 
around with defeatist political plans, like bi-nationalism, cantonization and 
partition. They did not mobilize the Jewish world and the powers interested in 
solving the Jewish question for a determined opposition to Britain’s policy in 
Palestine—to her arbitrary violation of every stipulation of the Mandate and 
every rule of decency and justice. They constantly retreated without putting up 
a fight, giving up one position after another. They preferred to collaborate with 
Britain under all circumstances, and, like all collaborators, instead of fighting 
the enemy, they fought the militant elements in Zionism which demanded vigor- 
ous resistance to Britain’s encroachment on Jewish rights and a radical change 
in the Zionisf stand. 


THE RISE OF REVISIONISM 


Early in the twenties, the greatest leaders of Zionism, Israel Zangwill, 
Max Norday and Justice Louis Brandeis, warned Jewry of the disastrous re- 
sults implied in Weizmann’s policy of submission. In 1925,Vladimir Jabotinsky, 
the creator of the Jewish Legions in World War I, formed the Zionist-Revisionist 
movement which demanded a complete revision of Zionist policy and methods, 
raised again the banner of the Jewish State, and revived Zionism as a militant 
ond political-minded force. 


A SIGNIFICANT CHOICE 


When Zionists go to the elections for the next Zionist Congress, they will 
have to make an all-important choice. They will have to vote either for the 
Revisionists, or for the parties responsible for the present debacle. They must 
make their choice on the basis of the political record of each side. And this 
record speaks loudly and unmistekably against the continuation of the present 
segime in Zionism. 


HERE IS THE RECORD 


1. Transjordan 


In 1922, the Zionist Executive acquiesced in the severance of Eastern 
Palestine —Transjordan—which constitutes three-fourths of the mandated area, 
and silently witnessed the formation there of an Arab puppet government. It 
was not until the recent British declaration of Transjordan’s “independence” 
that Zionist leadership even mentioned Transjordan as part of Zionist aspira- 
tions. Only the Revisionists persistently declared Transjordan part and parcel of 
the Jewish National territory—a Jewish irredenta that must be redeemed. 


2. Partition 


In 1937, when the British Royal Commission proposed a further partition 
of Palestine, so that four-fifths of the Western part would go to the Arabs and 
one-fifth to the Jews, the New Zionist Organization and the Jewish State Party 
violently opposed this plan. But Weizman and his associates agreed even to this 
proposal and fought for its acceptance in the twentieth Zionist Congress. Had 
it depended on them, the Jewish State would be limited to a tiny corner of the 
Jewish Homeland, or to approximately five per cent of the original mandated 
area. The plan was dropped by the British. Emboldened by limitless Zionist sub- 
mission, Britain substituted for the partition scheme the White Paper of 1939. 


3. Evacuation 


In 1938, in the face of the growing threat to Jewish communities in East- 
Central Europe, Jabotinsky urged the speedy evacuation to Palestine of the 
Jewish masses in that area. This demand was met by a hail of scorn and oppo- 
sition from the official Zionist leadership. They neither foresaw the imminent 
catastrophy, nor did they do anything to meet it,, 


4. Resistance 


All freedom-loving and right-thinking men now realize the moral and 
political value of the Resistance Movement in Palestine. This movement origi- 
nated in the Revisionist education and training of Jewish youth for national 
service, so as to prepare them to give their lives for the defense of the Jewish 
land, rights and honor. In contrast, the official Zionist leadership systematically 
repudiated the Resistance movement. Only a few months ago this leadership 
actively collaborated with the Palestine Government in suppressing Jewish 
resistance and denounced Jewish patriots to the Palestine police. 


A DOWNWARD PATH 


This is but part of the shocking political record of the present Zionist 
leadership. Illustrations of its policy can be multiplied endlessly, but we 
believe the pattern is clear. This pattern was marked by lack of vision, 
lack of courage and lack of faith in the Zionist ideal. It was characterized 
by a fatally erroneous concept of the Jewish situation in the world and 
of Britain’s intentions in Palestine; by surrendering the territorial integ- 
rity of the Jewish Homeland; by opposition to resistance; by compromise 
and defeatism. 


TIME FOR DECISION 


Every honest and forthright Zionist must realize that—at this eleventh 
hour in the struggle for Jewish statehood—the fate of Jewry can no longer be 
entrusted to the palsied, failing hands of those who led Zionism to the verge of 
disaster. It is our patriotic duty to help present to the world a strong and deter- 
mined Zionist Organization, cleansed of the cowardly spirit of appeasement, 
freed of the deadly influence of a long bankrupt leadership with an unbroken 
record of pathetic political failures. 

World Jewry is craving for a new, forthright, courageous, militant program 
of action, conceived and implemented by men who believe in it, who know 
what they want and know how to achieve it. The vital need of the hour is a new 
start with new leaders, unfettered by a past full of errors and defeats. Zionism 
must be rejuvenated and invigorated by new blood and by a spirit of resistance 
worthy of the heroic struggle of the Jewish youth in Palestine and of the Jewish 
partisans in Europe.

WASHINGTON “Latin American countries and France will be 
added to the list of countries served by the World Federation of Na- 
tional Councils of YM and YWHA’s the National Jewish Welfare 
Board has announced.

4 Organizing a program of in- 
terchange of correspondence and 
visits by Jewish youth abroad and 
youth from Jewish centers in the 
United States and Canada. 5. Ex- 
tension of the services of the 
IJWB Lecture and Concert Bureau 
to Latin-American Jewry. 6. Stim- 
ulation by the JWB of visits and 
lectures by Yiddish speaking 
American rabbis to Latin-Amer- 
ica,

Anti-Semitic Congressional Race Bogs Down 


The concerted effort of Chicago bigot groups to secure Republican nominations 
for Congressional and other posts (The Home Front, February 15, 1946) produced 
the following results in the final returns of the Republican primary election held 
in Chicago on April 9. 

In the 2nd Congressional District, Tom Van Hyning, son of Lyrl Van Hyning, 
received 3,414 votes as against 23,193 for Richard Vail, who won the nomination. 

In the 6th Congressional District, Charles Anderson, Jr., (who won the Re- 
publican nomination in 1944, but was defeated) received 3,996 as against 26,784 
for his successful opponent, H. Woodward. 

In the 7th Congressional District, Harold Dale (son of an active member of We, 
the Mothers, Inc.) received 8,216 votes as against 31,724 for T. L. Owens, regular 
party nominee. 

In the 9th Congressional District, Fred Kister, Gerald Smith stooge, received 
923 votes, and Patrick Vincent,:son of Col. Charles Vincent, received 2,463 votes, 
the aggregate votes of both being but a fraction of the total poll. 

In the 10th Congressional District, Florence Griesel, active “Mothers’” leader, 
received 3,231 votes as against the over 44,000 which nominated R. E. Church. 

In the race for Republican State nominations, Eugene Flitcraft, who operates 
the Gentile Co-operative Association and has published “The Protocols” serially in 
his paper, received 11,059 votes for County Commissioner as against 57,833 votes 
for the victor, William Busse; while William J. Grace (Citizens’ U.S.A. Committee) 
polled 48,154 for the nomination of County Judge, as against 163,784 for Robert L. 
Hunter.

Kister Aide to Run for Michigan Legislature 


Lorence (Larry) Asman of St. Louis, Michigan, recently discharged from the 
army, has become the Michigan director and vice-president of Fred Kister’s Christian 
Veterans of America. He has publicly announced his intention to run for the Re- 
publican nomination for the Michigan legislature in the forthcoming primaries. 

Asman has just organized the “Christian Veterans’ Intelligence Bureau” as an 
adjunct of the Christian Veterans of America. He is now on an organizing tour in 
the East and Midwest. 

He is a vice-president of Christian Youth for America (not to be confused with 
Youth for Christ) and is also a member of Gerald L. K. Smith’s retinue. 

Conclusive Proof of Viereck’s Nazi Employment 

Dr. Haribert von Strempel, formerly first secretary of the German Embassy, 
testified, in a deposition used in connection with the Nuremberg trial, that he per- 
sonally had paid George Sylvester Viereck “between $70,000 and $100,000” within 
the two years preceding Pearl Harbor. 

Strempel also testified that at the command of Ribbentrop and Goebbels, the 
German Library of Information in New York had received $600,000 for propaganda 
purposes. 


Referring to Gerhardt A. Westtrick, a German businessman who made many 
influential contacts in American business and industrial circles, van Strempel testi- 
fied that he was “a special envoy of Ribbentrop,” charged with the mission of using 
“his personal relations with influential American business men that they should 
engage in propaganda to keep America out of war.” Westrick’s most persuasive 
argument was his ability to aid large firms in unfreezing blocked credits in Germany. 

Viereck, a defendant at the Washington sedition conspiracy trial, is now serv- 
ing a sentence on his conviction as an unregistered German agent. He has always 
proclaimed his innocence of Nazi connections. 


Southard’s Group Meets 


Earl Southard’s Committee for American Independence held a meeting in Chi- 
cago on March 29th. The principal speaker was the Rev. Millard J. Flenner, radio 
evangelist of Dayton, Ohio, and an expounder of the “British-Israel” belief that the 
Anglo-Saxons are the true House of Israel, the Jews being mere imposters. 

The Rev. Flenner remarked in part: 

For a long time we have been looking for the lost tribe. There are a few 
in this audience. Even in Biblical times people tried to change nam 
to be members of the white race, as the Jews have dgne for ages. If 
could keep Jews locked up, we could have peace on earth. 

Among those introduced from the platform by Southard were Lt. Commander 
Patrick Vincent, attired in his uniform, son of Col. Charles R. Vincent, whose 
American Foundation advertises in the anti-Semitic Women’s Voice. The younger 
Vincent is a candidate for Congress in Chicago’s 9th District. Others introduced 
were Fred Kister, Florence Griesel and Charles Anderson, all of them Congressional 


candidates.

Irate Veterans Invade G. L. K. Smith Meeting 


A group of veterans of World War II, members of the St. Louis chapter of the 
American Veterans Committee, on April 1st, entered St. Louis’ Kiel Auditorium, 
where a Smith rally was about to be held, brushed aside Donald Lohbeck, who 
appeared to have been struck several blows, and took over the meeting’s platform. 
Gerald Smith had not as yet arrived. 


Raymond Koch, the group’s leader, told the audience, “We’ve come to tell you 
about the people you are here to listen to.” Lohbeck at this point cut off the micro- 
phone. Kock’s voice, nevertheless, rose above the din of shouts from the audience. 
To one woman, who gave the fascist salute, he remarked, “We saw people like you 
in Germany.” Other veterans, as the public address system was restored, briefly 
denounced Smith and his ilk. After urging the audience to leave the meeting, the 
veterans themselves voluntarily left the hall. 


The efforts of the veterans to clear the hall were ineffectual. Smith, on his 
appearance somewhat later, was greeted by deafening applause. He harangued 
the audience. for two hours, calling the veterans, who had interrupted his meeting, 
“poor, misguided boys.” 

The next night the veterans tried unsuccessfully to enter a meeting of Smith 
and Terminiello. They picketed the hall and a fight ensued, resulting in the arrest 
of three of the veterans who have since been released. As has happened elsewhere, 
the local papers condemned Smith but defended his right to freedom of speech.

Rises; Ads Barring Jews Double

NEW YORK—A sharp rise in discrimination against Jews, in- 
cluding Jewish veterans of World War II, and a doubling of news: 
paper ads barring Jews was revealed in a report issued by the Na- 
tional Community Relations Advisory Council based on a survey 
conducted in 15 major industrial centers at the request of the Presi- 
dent’s Committee on Fair Employment Practice. 


Discrimination was shown to be widespread in all the cities sur- 
veyed. The lowest incidence of discriminatory practices was found 
in New York where a state law prohibiting discrimination has been 
in operation. 

Major findings for the country as a whole contrasted with data 
from New York follow: 

1. A comparison of discriminatory religious specifications in 
newspaper help-wanted ads showed an increase of 19% in 1946 over 
1945—despite a decline in the total volume of advertising. No dis- 
criminatory ads were published in New York City newspapers. 

2. 93% more complaints of employment discrimination were 
filed with Jewish agencies in the six months following V-J Day than 
in the corresponding period a year ago. There was a decline of 6% 
in the volume of complaints in New York. ; 

3. Of 241 private employment agencies, 89% requested appli- 
cants to state their religion and lineage. The corresponding figure 
in New York was 2%. 

4. Of 1251 Jewish job seekers, 60% were asked their religion 
in interviews with one or more firms. The corresponding figure in 
New -York was 15%. 

5. Of 651 veterans applying for jobs, 47% were asked their re- 
ligion. The corresponding figure in New York was 19%. 

6. 34% of all business firms approached requested information 
about applicants’ religion. The corresponding figure in New York 
was 8%. 

7. 15% of the applicants indicated they were refused jobs solely 
because of their religion. The corresponding figure im New York 
was 7%. 
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Hunger Strike Against AMG In Sth 
Day By All Jews of German City

MUNICH—tThe entire Jewish community of Cham, 150 miles 
from Munich has been on a hunger strike since Monday afternoon 
in protest against the harsh treatment by the military government 


in recent weeks. 


Over 62 persons have refused to eat at UNRRA kitchens in 


Cham as the result of a series of 
incidents between DPs and the 
military, which has brought about 
an investigation by the office of 
Inspector General, but resulted in 
no action so far. 

The hunger strike began Mon- 
day after local troops surrounded 
a school where thirteen Jewish 
children were performing gym- 
nastics and singing and marched 
them at gun point to the jail 
yard through streets lined with 
jeering Germans. 

The DPs immediately sent a 
memorandum to UNRRA to- 
gether with the keys to. the 
UNRRA kitchen, stating they 
would refuse to eat until the sit- 
uation was clarified. 

Earlier an- inspector investi- 
gated an incident on the previous 
Thursday in course of which 2 
DPs were attacked by the mili- 
tary and which culminated in 
day-long outbreaks. At noon that 
Thursday, the two DPs had been 
arrested in a railroad station for 
defending a young DP girl whom 
German police sought to arrest 
on a charge she lacked the neces- 
sary special ticket. The two are 
still awiting trial. 

That evening a group of eight 
DPs were attacked in front of a 
German soldier’s beer hall. Amer- 
ican MPs arrested the DPs _in- 
stead of the attackers. One DP 
was shot and lost two toes when 
a scuffle ensued. 

When thirty-two-year-old Moses 
Guttman . attempted to learn 
what had happened he was ar- 
rested and charged by one sol- 
dier with participation in the or- 
iginal disturbance although he 
was nowhere near there. Gutt- 
man was sentenced to eight 
months in prison at the trial 
Tuesday. 





German Underground 
Unit Found By AMG

out that while the report recom- 
mended the immigration of 100,- 
000 Jews to Palestine, it left the 
remaining Jews “without even 
hope.”

OW long will it be before 

the recommendations of 

the Anglo-American inquiry com- 
mittee will be implemented? 
This question is now on the lips 
of every Jewish leader in New 
York . Very few people in 
the United States know that the 
statements issued by the major 
Jewish organiza- 
tions immediately 
after the publica- 
tion of the inquiry 
committee’s report were actually 
influenced by some of the Amer- 
ican members of the committee 
... These members met with top 
Zionist and non-Zionist leaders in 
New York separately and urged 
them not to take issue too strong- 
ly with the report . .. The re- 
quest of these members, known 
for their friendly attitude to the 
Jewish demands, was complied 
with to a very great extent... 
Especially since it was felt that 
American Jews are primarily in- 
terested at present in effecting 
the transfer of 100,000 Jews from 
Europe before the end of the 
year. ... Prime Minister Attlee’s 
conditions, announced in Parlia- 
ment a day after the leading Jew- 
ish organizations issued their 
statements, changes the situation 
. - « All indications now point to 
the fact that it will be a long time 
before any action on the recom- 
mendations is taken . .. The

recommendations are not binding , 


on either Britain or the United 
States until formally ratified ... 
Before they are rati,ed, there will 
be a prolonged consulations and 
bargaining between our State De- 
partment and the British Foreign 
Office ... Then too, there seems 
to be an inclination to call in 
Arab and Jewish leaders for con- 
sultation after the two govern- 
ments reach an agreement . 
All this means that quite a lot 
of time will elapse before any 
transfer of the 100,000 Jews to 
Palestine is started... 


Members of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can inquiry committee now reveal 
that the testimony of Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann and Dr. J. L. Magnes 
in Jerusalem and of Judge Jo- 
seph M. Proskauer and Dr. Jo- 
seph Schwartz in Washington 
strongly influenced the decisions 
of the committee . . . The state- 

ments by Arab 
SIDELIGHTS leaders as well as 

the Jewish testi- 
mony in London, left no impres- 
sion on the committee. Incident- 
ally, Dr. J. L. Magnes is expected 
in the United States this month 
and may address the J. D. C. na- 
tional board of directors meeting 
which will be held in Chicago 
on June 1... This meeting may 
also be addressed by Bartley 
Crum, one of the members of 
the Anglo-American inquiry com- 
mittee ... Zionist leaders ridicule 
the statement in the inquiry com- 
mittee’s report that any person 
who desires and is qualified to 
enter Palestine must not be re- 
fused admission or be subjected 
to discrimination “on the ground 
that he is not a Jew” ... They 
suggest that a more appropriate 
wording would have been: “that 
no person must be refused ad- 
mission or be subjected to dis- 
crimination on the ground that 
he is a Jew” ... At no time 
has there been any instance of 
discrimination against non-Jew- 
ish immigrants. Zionist leaders 
also reject the committee’s attacks 
upon what it calls an “aggressive 
Hebrew nationalism” fostered by 
the Jewish schools .. . 


Germans in all zones of occu- 
pied Germany are now trying to 
pretend that they did not have 





even the slightest knowledge of 
the torture and mass-murder of 
Jews by the Nazis ... And at 

the Nuremberg 
EXPERIMENTS trial, even the 

“big shots” of 
the Nazi Government claim the 
Same ... They all lay the blame 
on Gestapo Chief Himmker, simp- 
ly because he is dead and cannot 
be called to witness ... But read 
Saul K. Padover’s “Experiment in 
Germany,” just published by 
Duell, Sloan and Pearce, and you 
will learn the truth... Mr. Pad. 
over was an American intelli 
gence officer assigned to the task 
of questioning Germans and find- 
ing out what was on their mind 
- - - And of course, every Ger- 
man whorn he interrogated told 
him the same old story that he 
had never heard of such things as 
gas chambers... But it did not 
take Padover long to establish 
that they lied. .. The more Ger. 
mans he questioned, the more 
he established that those who 
pleaded ignorance of brutalities 
against Jews were, in the great 
majority, actual members of the 
Nazi party ... The few German 
anti-Nazis whom he had a chance 
to interrogate were very outspok- 
en concerning the extermination 
of Jews ... These few—very 
small in number — emphasized 
that every German knew of the 
atrocities committed against Jews 
. - And they definitely charged 
many Germans in leading posi- 
tions, especially government offi- 
cials and military officers, with 
being guitly of the mass-murder 
of 6,000,000 Jews ... One of 
them estimated that “at least 
eighty percent of the Germans 
have sinned against the Jews .., 
They have robbed and murdered 
the Jews not of conviction, but for 
profit,” he said ... Mr. Padover’s 
investigation of the German mind, 
as presented in his book, leaves 
no doubt as to the guilt of the 
entire German nation for the 
massacre of millions of Jews... 
It will remain one of the most 
interesting studies of the psy- 
chology of the average German 
when he is in power, as well as 
when he is defeated. . . 


The strength of the Jewish “il 
legal armies,” upon whose dissolu- 
tion Prime Minister Attlee now in- 
sists prior to accepting the recom- 
mendations of the Anglo-Ameri- 
can inquiry committee, is, for the 
first time, revealed in the report 
of the committee. . . . The larg- 
est of these “illegal armies,” un- 
der the control of the “Haganah,” 
numbers more than 60,000 men, 
the report says. .. . It states that 
the “Haganah” has completely or- 
ganized an army “under a cen- 

tral control and with 
“ILLEGAL subsidiary territorial 
ARMIES” commands, in three 

branches” . . . These 
branches are described in the re- 
port as follows: A static force 
composed of settlers and towns- 
folk, With an estimated strength 
of 40,000... . A field army, based 
on the Jewish Settlement Police 
and trained in more mobile opera- 
tions, with an estimated strength 
of 16,000... .. A fulltime force 
(Palmach), permanently mobil- 
ized and provided with transport, 
with an estifhated peace establish- 
ment of 2,000 and war establish- 
ment of 6,000. . . . The report of 
the committee also mentioned 
that apart from the “Haganah,” 
two further “illegal’ armed or- 
ganizations exist, both having cut 
away from the parent body. ... 
One is the Irgun Zvai Leumi, 
which was formed in 1935 by dis- 
siednt members of the “Haganah.”

PRINGTIME being here again, Mr. Hillel 
feels like relaxing from his own business 
and writing this column for me. From time to 
time in the recent years, Mr. Hillel has asked 
to take this column upon himself whenever 
he gets sick and tired of the affairs of the 
Hillel Widget Corp. of which he is the presi- 
dent. 

“May I presume upon your good nature 
again to ask for the pleasure of doing your 
column?” he writes from the city of Metropolis 
where his widget factory stands. If you ask me 
where Mr. Hillel’s city of Metropolis is to be 
found, I reply that Metropolis is any city that 
you may think of. For that matter, Mr. Hillel 
(his name is a disguise) is any intelligent Jew- 
ish gentleman you may think of. 

Mr. Hillel enclosed a manuscript which I am 
happy to print here. I, too, feel the laziness of 
springtime in my being and am grateful to 
Mr. Hillel for relieving me of the responsibility 
of one column, anyway. 

Mr. Hillel writes the following column and 
any resemblance to any of my own columnas 
ideas is purely coincidental: 

Lately I, Mr. Hillel, have suffered some ex- 
periences on the highest levels of society. The 
good woman who is my wife said to me one 
evening that it’s time we belonged to the coun- 
try club. In our city the country club is called 
the Sheldon Arms| Why it’s called the Sheldon 
Arms I never could find out. As far as I know 
there’s no one in our Jewish community who 
sports a coat of arms and there’s no one named 
Sheldon among us. 

This is not to say that there aren’t some very 
old families in our group. The fact is that they 
all date back more than 2000 years to the 
Jerusalem temple. The ancestors of many of 
them were priests and Levites. If I were to go 
even farther back I could say that their an- 
cestors stood at the foot of Sinai the day the 
Commandments were given.

WHEN MY WIFE said we should belong to 
the Sheldon Arms I snorted. I am a man who 
would rather stay home of evenings and have 
cocktails in my own living room. 

My wife replied it wasn’t for ourselves that 
we should belong to the Sheldon Arms. She 
mentioned our two young daughters who were 
entitled ta the best opportunities. I guess she 
was thinking of the well-polished young men 
they might meet at Sheldon Arms. Women are 
that way. 

So I said all right. By long habit I always say 
all right to anything my wife proposes. The 
good woman beamed as she always has at my 
many generosities. 

Perhaps at this point I should describe my 
background. My remote background is a Lith- 
uanian village, Plunjan by name. I immi- 
grated to America with my parents when I 
was quite a young child. 

My father was a tailor and I sold papers to 
eke out the family’s income. We lived on the 
third floor of a tenament house. My parents 
insisted I must be given all the opportunities 
of a good education that Metropolis afforded; 
though it would have been much more ad- 
vantegous to them for me to take a job early 
in life in the clothing factory where my father 
worked. I was graduated from the local col- 
lege. 

Our home was meager enough in the physi- 
cal sense, but it was adorned with the effulg- 
ence of God. My parents has God with them 
in all their ways. Every morning my father 
wrapped himself in his phylacteries and faced 
the East toward the rising sun and thanked 


A long time gassed and I heard nothing of 
my applica.ios; for membership in Sheldon 
Arms. My wife asked me what's the matter, 
maybe they don’t want us. This was like a 
challenge to my self respect, though I had 
cared little enough about belonging to Shelaon 
Arms in the first place. I must look into it. 


* * * 
I CALLED UP my friend who had proposed 
my name for membership. . .. “Give it to me 


Straight,” I said. Well, he finally replied, he 
guessed that I was too Jewish. The committee 
on admissions had been holding up my appli- 
cation. .. . “You see, Hillel, they are the kind 
of people who judge social merit by the condi- 
tion of a man’s birth. It is regarded as social 
stigma that your father was a tailor at a 
sewing machine. Of course, their grandfathers 
and great-grandmothers were peddlers but they 
are so far back and so deeply buried that they 
don’t matter anymore. Your father, unfortun- 
ately, was one of the more recent sewing ma- 
chine operators and was buried not so long 
ago. 

“But there is even a darker mark against 
you, Hillel. They looked into you and have dis- 
covered that you yourself were an immigrant. 
Yes, Hillel, your ship was too late. You 
should have been born much earlier or you 
should have postponed your birth until after 
your parents had arrived in America.” 

My friend said he would do his best, though, 
to get me into Sheldon Arms and I guess my 
self-respect should have scorned the idea of 
associating myself with it. But you know 
how it is when you have a wife who is socially 
ambitious for your daughters. I thanked my 
friend and told him to go ahead. 

Well, one morning a month later, my friend 
called me up in great elation. . . . I succeeded 
in putting you through,” he said. “You are a 
member of Sheldon Arms!” ...I asked how 
come, considering all the faults they had 
found against me—my tailor father, my own 
dereliction in being an immigrant who had 
come over on one of the later ships. 

My friend replied they had taken the Hillel 
Widge. Corp. into account. That had more than 
balanced my various faults. I had become a 
nationally known widget manufacturer; my 
widgets were in households from coast to coast, 
Sheldon Arms felt it just couldn’t afford to re- 
ject a widget tycoon. 

So I was made a member of Sheldon Arms, 
despite my Godly parents who had been re- 
garded as my social liabilities, since my father 
was a tailor at a sewing machine; despite my 
own rather decent character which was of no 
avail in Sheldon Arms, since I was an immi- 
grant. But my widgets spoke up for me. 

A month has passed since I became a mem- 
ber but as yet I haven’t been around to Shel- 
don Arms. I have said to my wife we should 
resign for the sake of our self-respect since 
they respect our widgets more than they do 
us. My wife hesitates, so I ask the readers: 
Should I resign or accept humiliation for the 
sake of our daughters’ social advantage? 

My excuse for bringing up a personal social 
problem in this way is that my experience 
is a symptom of an ailment in American Israel, 
in all the metropoles all around the country. 
We ask for fair judgment of others but among 
ourselves we are guilty of the same kind of 
prejudiced snobbery that’s in those who don’t 
like Jews. 

For myself, I could have felt much happier 
had Sheldon Arms rejected me because I am 
too Jewish rather than to be accepted because 
of my successful widgets.

It means a native of the town 
of “Libous” in Czechoslovakia. 
The German name of the town is 
“Liebisch.” An inhabitant of the 
town would be “Liebscher.” 

The town derives its name 
from the first Queen of Bohemia. 
Her name Libuse, which means 
“Lovely” or “Beloved.” She was 
a romantic soul who insisted on 
marrying a plain farmer. To- 
gether they founded the city of 
Prague and a royal dynasty 
which ruled Bohemia for several 
centuries. There are many towns 
and villages in Czechoslovakia 
named after Libuse. The Jewish 
feminine name of Libe is also de- 
rived from the name of this 
queen. 

The Liebschers are a_ very 
prominent Czechoslovakian fam-

ber of painters, architects and 
college professors.

What Foods These Morsels Be 


LEAH W. LEONARD

E frequently receive inquiries about foods “like mother cook- 
ed.” One such letter came recently from Dr. Philip Jacob- 
son of Petersburg, Virginia. Dr. Jacobson has searched in vain for 
a good recipe for “stuffed helzel.’ He has appealed to° The Jewish 
Post to come to the rescue, which puts the problem squarely up to 
me. And I welcome this opportunity to give you readers some 
recipes that have been handed down through the generations in 
several families including my own. Try them and you'll be happy 
your palate has a “memory” that reaches “way back to chilhood 
days.” 
Stuffed Helzel (Chicken, Goose, Duck or Turkey Neck) 
1 cup sifted flour A speck of nutmeg (optional) 
%s teaspoon salt 1% cup finely diced meat suet, 
A dash of white pepper chicken fat or % cup ren- 
; dered fat or vegetable short- 
ening 
1 onion 

Sift together dry ingredients and combine with fat and grated 
onion. By using two forks to mix the ingredients in a deep bowl and 
then using the same bowl for stuffing the neck, you will have only 
one dish to wash. 

Prepare the neck by removing every pin feather and washing 
thoroughly. A berry huller makes an excellent tweezer for remov- 
ing feathers. With a large needle and heavy white thread, sew 
up the large end and drop the neck into the bow] of ingredients 
prepared for stuffing. Stuff the neck about %4 full to permit contrac- 
tion of the skin and expansion of stuffing. Sew up the end, drop the 
neck into boiling water slightly salted, or cook for 30 minutes in 
clear soup. Lift out carefully and lay the stuffed neck alongside 
the roasting chicken for at least 1 hour or until nicely browned 
on all sides. Helzel may be pierced with a fork when browned lightly, 
then permitted to absorb the gravy of roast chicken, beef, veal, lamb 
or Tzimmes of carrots and potatoes. If you haven’t a good recipe 
for Tzimmes, let’s hear from you and we'll do our best to supply 
you with a few favorite recipes that bring back sweet memories. 
Remember, if you are stuffing a large neck of goose or turkey, double 
the amount of ingredients given above. REMOVE THREAD before 
serving. ; 


Other Helzel Stuffings 

Substitute dry bread crumbs for fiour. Dice the onion very fine 
and fry until light brown in the fat to be used. Pour the hot fat and 
brown onion into the bread crumbs, add seasoning and mix thorough- 
ly. When cool, stuff the helzel and proceed as above. 

For an Oriental touch, reduce the flour or bread crumbs to half. 
After stuffing one end with half the mixture prepared as above, add 
2 hard cooked eggs end to end and finish stuffing with the remaining 
mixture. Adding some finely chopped almonds or walnuts and a 
dash of cinnamon instead of nutmeg to the flour or crumbs gives 
it the real oriental touch, and is especially recommended for goose 
and turkey neck. 


Grieben and Mashed Potato stufiing is fine for any neck.... 
Add 1 egg yolk to 1 cup of mashed potatoes, season with salt 
and white pepper to taste, and stir in 3 to 4 tablespoons 
Chicken or Goose Grieben (cracklings). 

Chestnut Stuffing is especially good for Goose Necks. 
Use any of the above kinds of stuffing, substituting % cup 
finely chopped roasted chestnuts for the almonds or walnuts 
in the Oriental Stuffing and adding some minced parsley. 
Especially delicious with the Dry Bread Crumbs combination.

The Difference Between The Congress and The A.D.L. 


T is becoming increasingly clear where lies 

the main difference in the approach of the 
American Jewish Congress and the Anti-Defa- 
mation League of B’nai B'rith in the fight on 
anti-Semitism in the United States. 

The emphasis which the Congress is placing 
on legal action with ali minority groups join- 
ing in, plainly tells how the congress plans to 
proceed. 

In Chicago in the recent court episodes in 
which Gerald L. K. Smith figured, the Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress was a prominent member 
of the group which supported the court action. 
The Anti-Defamation League refused to par- 
ticipate. 

The argument of the ADL was along the 
line that hailing Smith into court was playing 
directly into the hands of this enemy of de- 
mocracy. The Congress, on the other hand, 
believes evidently that it is much later than 
that, that to allow Mr. Smith to continue his 
attacks on democracy unmolested by laws al- 
ready on the statute books is to repeat the same 
error made by the Jews of Germany, who felt 
the best and wisest procedure was to carry on 
a long range fight while doing everything to 
stop anti-Jewish activities quietly and with 
out publicity, 

The Post favors the Congress approach. The 
ADL stand is false on two points. 

In the first instance the ADL tactics neces- 
sarily leave the Jewish group in the dark as 
to what steps are being taken to stem the 
growth of fascism in the United States. This 


is serious. The Jewish community is forced 
either to think that nothing is being done or, 
which is just as bad, that nothing can be done, 

So that while the ADL has all these years 
to all intents and purposes dominated civic. 
protective defense work in the U.S., most Jews 
were continually being driven to despair by 
what they felt was the lack of activity on the 
part of Jewish leadership, whether their con- 
ception of what was or was not being done was 
accurate or not. 

Jewish morale is at its lowest point as far 
as the fight for security of the Jewish position 
is concerned. 

It is exactly here that the Congress activity 
fills a desperate need. The Jewish group knows 
that a fight is being made against the Smiths, 
the Terminiellos, the Coughlins, and it is a 
great reassurance. 

As to the contention that Smith is getting 
the publicity he needs, The Post feels that there 
are very few people today who don’t realize 
that there are would-be Hitlers who would 
plunge this nation into the downward course 
fascism inevitably demands so that it is of little 
consequence when Smith’s name is spread 
across the pages of daily newspapers. 

The Congress course is not a cure-all. In fact 
the ADL has at times resorted to it, although 
infrequently. It may not stem the tide any 
more than has the activity of the ADL. But it 
has the merit of giving democracy a chance 
to work, use the checks and safeguards guar- 
anteed to all minorities, and has faith in the 
people who make up this nation. 


The Jewish Welfare 
FYNO those who are inclined to criticize 
the National Jewish Welfare Board, and 
even that organization itself would be the first 
to admit that it deserves criticism on many 
counts,. let it be remembered that if there were 
no JWB, it would be necessary to form one, 
and if there were no Jewish center movement, 
we would be faced with the job of organizing 
one. 

As it is, the JWB is blessed with fine selfless 
leadership, ableit it could be more religiously 
inclined, and the organization is managed with 
skill and effectiveness. 

The recent convention was no model, but 
certainly necessary as a sort of reward for 
work done throughout the war years. But in 
this respect it was hardly different from con-

vention of any of our national organizations. 

No decision faced the delegates and they 
dutifully approved the plans for enlarging the 
sphere of JWB, establishment of a national 
Jewish patriotic shrine, etc., but behind the 
scenes the executive. committee spent long 
hours in discussing situations, making plans, 
decisions and considering suggestions. 

Let there be more clamor from those who 
would add to the Jewish content of the pro- 
grams of Jewish centers and the JWB will yield 
to this public demand. The Jewish Center is the 
last remaining bulwark of the old guard, but 
it too is slowly yielding to the same trend and 
demands which have changed the tenor and 
direction of many another Jewish organization.

Good Wishes To The New Chaplain’s Organization 


ERE are many needed reforms in our 
Jewish community and what with the re- 
turn of 500,000 Jewish young men to active 


participation and _ leadership the _ plaint 
“wait until the war is over,’ no longer has 
validity. 


So that the obvious faults in our set-up now 
warrant constructive criticism and correction, 
yet as far as can be ascertained by The Post 
it seems likely that the return of the soldier 
will not change the situation. 

It is with this thought in view that The Post 
welcomes the new organization of Jewish chap- 
lains. Heretofore the returning GI has filtered 
back into his old organization and taken his 
piace quietly, although that does not preclude 
future eruptions. 

But the Jewish chaplains provide the first 


all World War II organization in the Jewish 
community. 

The entrenched national organizations, who, 
despite clamor for more unity in facing the 
many problems of the Jewish Community, con- 
tinue to fight one another at every point, might 
possibly yield before an articulate and militant 
group like these chaplains. This new force, 
made up of men who fought fascism, may be 
just what is needed. 

In any event The Post welcomes the new 
organization and hopes that it refuses to allow 
itself to be intimidated by big names and loud 
threats, but will fight unmercifully against 
the vested interests who place the welfare of 
their own organization ahead of the common 
good.

Everybody, Rabbi Included, Works on Sab- 
bath Says Jewish Floridian In Commenting on 
JWV Sponsorship of Friday Night Boxing 
Show—Elsewhere in this issue appears a letter 
from one of our spiritual leaders. Its content 
takes issue with the Jewish War Veterans’ 
sponsorship of a boxing promotion on Friday 
evening. The rabbi condemns quite vigorously 
the participation of the Jewish organization 
and its desecration of the Sabbath as a reflec- 
tion on the entire Jewish community. 

We are fully in accord with the sentiments 
expressed by the distinguished member of the 
clergy. This action can readily be presumed 
and accepted as an affront to all of us. It has 
long been maintained that the dignity of Jew- 
ish life must be observed by organized Jewish 
activity which serves as the liaison agent for 
its constituency. 

We cannot condone the action of the JWV 
in this instance, but neither can we condone 
the condemnation received from the heated pen 
of our respected religious leader. He takes 
to task other organizations who dare to keep 
their doors open on the Sabbath or Jewish 
holidays. ‘These occasioned flare-ups by our 


religious leaders, spotlighting a group or in- 
dividual for flagrant missteps, seem to us to 
be extremely inconsistent. 

Participation by members of the Rabbinical 
association in Friday evening mass meetings, 
Saturday radio programs and other events on 
holidays from time to time perhaps set the 
example. Technically adhering to every letter 
of the law, their action may be permissable, 
but for the same reflectory reasons should be 
carefully avoided by our religious leaders. Still 
further, investigation of the offices of many of 
our organizations, the largest and the most 
representative, will reveal the transaction of 
much business on the Sabbath and holidays. 
Ostensibly closed, these organizations’ super- 
ficial observance can be penetrated without too 
much difficulty. 

While not as blatant a transgressor as the 
JWV in this present event, these organizations 
are also wrong. A continuous and consistent 
program of correction and eradication should 
be undertaken by our religious leaders who 
serve as directors of many of the groups and 


wield considerable influence among others. 
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DEFENDS RABBIS AGAINST AL SEGAL; 
TELLS HIM NOT TO BELIEVE MOVIES 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

Mr. Segal’s “Rabbi Crosby” is 
a bit of whimsy compounded of 
capitol ignorance and journalistic 
jrresponsibility. It glorifies the 
pastoral activities of the Catholic 
priesthood exemplified in the 
Hollywood religious confections 
“Going My Way,” “Bells of St. 
Mary,” etc. Now why does the 
Catholic Clergy figure so prom- 
inently while the Jewish and 
Protestant ministry is so sig- 
nificantly eclipsed? Mr. Segal has 
the answer. The priests are busy 
“performing the simple pastoral 
duties that make a movie about 
a Catholic priest so refreshing an 
experience,” “Rabbi Crosby is 
away somewhere in the universe 
and doesn’t know: much of what’s 
going on next door. He is play- 
ing statesman and concerned with 
setting the whole world right.” 

Let us grant that Mr. Segal is 
correct in his indictment of the 
rabbinate. Why then does Holly- 
wood maintain a scrupulous si- 
lence about the Protestant min- 
istry? No Mr. Segal, it isn’t due 
to the superior virtue of the Cath- 
olic. It has to do with such sordid 
things as the threat of Catholic 
censorship, the weapon of the 
boycott—in short—with the Le- 
gion of Decency dominated by 
this denomination. J. Paul Wil- 
liams in his “The New Education 
and Religion” (page 136) re- 
marks, “It is pointed out—that in 
movie, magazine and newspaper, 
the Catholics receive a kind of 
deference which is denied. other 
sects. Non-Catholics should re- 
member that the political influ- 
ence exerted by the Catholic 
church and the publicity it re- 
ceived were not achieved by acci- 
dent; they are the result of care- 
ful planning and organization.” 
Is this wild conjecture of fine 
spun theory? Recently a moving 
picture depicting the dangers of 
sexual ignorance was withdrawn 
in the State of Ohio. The pressure 
came from the Catholic group. 
These are the mundane facts of 
economic life, the prosaic rather 
than pious -interpretation of all 
the financial considerations that 
affect the motion-picture market 
here and abroad... . 

Mr. Segal is sincerely concern- 
ed about Good Will. He is so 
frightened about segregation that 
he has qualms about the Jewish 
War Veterans—although it has 
been in existence half a century, 
and ninety to ninety-five percent 
of its members belong to general 
veteran groups. Mr. Segal is not 
concerned about many Catholics 
who practice the most iron-clad 





isolation. Mr. Segal is a univer- 
salist—he can recite the Kaddish 
in a Cathedral. How many Cath- 
olics recite their prayers in a 
Synagogue? Mr. Segal’s rabbi 
can preach in any place of wor- 
ship to which he is invited, but 
Mr. Segal’s idealized priests can- 
not enter the shrine of another 
religion without specific ecclesias- 
tical permission. I am revealing 
no secrets when I point out how 
infrequently a priest is a mem- 
ber of the Good Will trios on 
tour. 

Now these pastors whom Mr. 
Segal holds up as examples, have 
they done such a splendid job of 
teaching tolerance and better re- 
lationship? Are Catholics more 
tolerant? Are they more chari- 
table? Are they more moral, less 
delinquent than others? Are 
countries dominated by Catholics 
better educated, more progres- 
sive? It seems that History rath- 
er than Hollywood might be our 
guide. 

Mr. Segal, so unworldly, ap- 
parently sees no difference be- 
tween the individualism of Ameri- 
can Jewish life and the organiza- 
tion and discipline of the Catholic 
church. How can an intelligent 
man compare the problems that 
harass Jewish leadership with 
those that effect Catholics? We 
are haunted by the ghosts of six 
million dead, of Jewish wrongs 
unredressed, of Jewish rights ig- 
nored—of the rising tide of 
hatred, of Jewish homelessness. 
... Ten million Jews survive... 
350,000,000 Catholics live. They 
face discriminations in some 
lands, they are a potent majority 
in many other places. Their sor- 
rows are as pin pricks compared 
with the moral wounds that have 
well-night destroyed us. The rab- 
bis in their charity may extend 
the Talmudic phrase to Segal 
(Sotah 3 a) “No nian commits a 
transgression except goaded by 
the spirit of folly.” ; 

Mr. Segal is ignorant of the 
role of the rabbi. I do not dwell 
upon the world-shaking message 
of the prophets of Israel who en- 
visaged history in world terms 
and saw religion as a cosmic ad- 
venture. ... The rabbi never was 
confined to the four ells of the 
Halacha. The Talmud (M.K. 6a, 
Sabb, 82a, Taanit 12b) emphatic- 
ally imposes upon him the duty 
of leading in all matters affecting 
communal welfare. There are 
rabbis who manage to achieve a 
rich variety of pastoral exper- 
ience despite their larger con- 
cerns. There is Rabbi Joshua L.

RABBI REICHERT'S ARGUMENTS 
ARE ANSWERED BY ZIONIST 


Editor, The Jewish Post: 

I read with great interest Rab- 
bi Reichert’s address before the 
Commonwealth Club in San Fran- 
cisco, and would have found it 
comical if it had not been so 
tragic. How a rabbi and a teacher 
in Israel struggles desperately to 
hold on to his position as vice 
president of the “holy religious” 
Council for Judaism and_ its 
ideology of Zion hatred, and at 
the same’ time, adopting almost 
the complete Zionist view of Jew- 
ish survival! 


serve and practice more Jewish 
laws than any congregation of 
Rabbi Reichert’s type. 

Rabbi Reichert also states that 
in the accepted sense of the word 
the Jews are not a nation. This 
may at present be true, but is it 
not also true that for the past 
half-century the Jews have been 
in the stage of creating a nation? 
We have our common language, 
history and our land, on which 
we have never given up the claim 
of ownership. But the English 


He hesitates to focus attentiongword “nationality” does not mean 


upon only one segment of plan- 
etary survival when the cup of 
“human” sorrow in so many 
lands is filled. But he does it, not 
because the Jews were the first, 
but also the chief, victims of Hit- 
ler. The Jew, he says, is a con- 
venient scapegoat, as is shown 
throughout history. On account 
of time-shortage he limits him- 
self to two reasons for this 
phenomenon: First anti-sem- 
itism, a disease like cancer, with 
the cure as little understood; and 
secondly, the fact that there is 
not a society on earth where the 
Jew is not a minority. Minority 
groups have always been victims 
of reactionary forces, struggling 
for their own preservation. 

Rabbi Reichert. don’t you think 
that your first reason is only a 
symptom of your second reason? 
But it IS curable. The only medi- 
cine, however, is to become some- 
where a majority, and in our 
case this is possible only in Pal- 
estine. But that is Zionism, and 
Rabbi Reichert opposes it! As to 
the comparison to the early 
Christian persecutions, I wish to 
say that all those persecuted and 
thrown to the lions were exclu- 
sively Jews, and there was no 
persecution against non-Jewish 
Christians. This persecution 
against the Jews, even those ally- 
ing themselves with Christianity, 
goes on to this day. 

Rabbi Reichert goes on with 
his analysis, claiming to know 
the Jews very well, as a rabbi. 
As to this, the Jews differ among 
themselves as do Catholics and 
Protestants; there is no Jewish 
solidarity, and a united Jewish 
vote is out of the question. There 
are orthodox, reform, conserva- 
tive and atheistic Jews. Though 
he is in contact with so many 
Jews he has never met a typical 
Jew because there is no such 
thing. Jews are blond and dark, 
tall and short, professional and 
intellectual, articulate and quiet, 
rascals and saints. They are 
divided along economic, social, 
political, religious and cultural 
lines. Yes, this is all true, but so 
is it true in all other national 
groups. All are divided on the 
same lines. 

Concerning the “typical Jewish 
type,” I think Rabbi Reichert can 
never meet him in his half 
church-half temple. Here you will 
find only the typical Jewish 
“goyim,” Zion haters and even 
Jew-haters, as in the case of Less- 
ing Rosenwald. You can still find 
the typical Jew by the thousand 
in the East side of New York, on 
the West side of Chicago, in the 
Telsher Yeshiva in Cleveland, 
and in the Chasidic circles in 
Brooklyn. The same is the new- 
born Jew in Eretz Israel, who 
lives a complete Jewish life cul- 
turally and nationally. 

Rabbi Reichert, you are cor- 
rect in saying’ that Jews are not 
a race and that they do belong to 
the Semitic branch of the Cau- 
casian race. Therefore if we be- 
long to a group of the write race, 
no Jew could be a member of any 
other race, such as the yellow or 
black. The Abyssinians, the Chin- 
ese, the Hindus who are known 


_as “Jewish” are merely observers 


of Jewish laws and not true Jews, 
though many of these groups ob- 


“nationhood.” It means a group 
of people with a common lan- 
guage, literature, culture, history, 
folklore, songs, traditions and 
customs but without its own gov- 
ernment, thus making a perfect 
comparison to the Polish group 
in the Russian empire, the Czechs 
in the Austrian empire and so on. 
These groups, according to Rabbi 
Reichert, wanted, unanimously, 
their own land and government, 
but the five million Jews in 
America do not consider them- 
selves homeless and are there- 
fore not a nationality. But did 
not the Poles and Czechs of the 
United States wish Poland and 
Czechoslovakia to be independ- 
ent? These United States Poles 
and Czechs were the main factors 
in the struggles of these coun- 
tries for independence, and it 
didn't interfere with their loyalty 
to the United States. And it is 
either an inferiority complex or 
plain nonsense to distinguish be- 
tween Poles and Jews in this 
country. The only actual differ- 
ence is that while these other na- 
tionalities may and do include 
members of several religions, the 
Jewish group includes only those 
of the Jewish religion, since ex- 
perience and history show that 
converts become enemies to Ju- 
daism. 

But as to Rabbi Reichert’s sug- 
gestion of unlimited immigration, 
with equal citizenship for Mos- 
lems, Christians and Jews, here 
we are again, a minority in an 
Arab sea, with a black-on-white 
written constitution, as in hun- 
dreds of other lands, to guaran- 
tee equality! 

How will we bring the home- 
less ones if we do not control the 
immigration? The only alterna- 
tive is a degraded second-class 
citizenship. It is our conviction 
that a_ respected nationhood 
staus, even to a United Nations 
representative, will gradually 
cure anti-Semitism.

One Last Chance 

HE text of the report by the Anglo-American Commission of 
Inquiry on Palestine is now a matter of record, and ample 
opportunity has been afforded to study the provisions. It requires 
no exhaustive research to discover that aside from the reeommenda- 
tions to grant 100,000 immigration certificates and to rescind the ban 
on Jewish land purchase, the report contains many other provisions 
directly contravening the Balfour Declaration an dthe basic prin- 
ciples of the mandate. The net effect of this report is pernicious and 
injurious to the Zionist cause, and of such a nature as to warrant 
indignant rejection even by non-Zionist groups. It is no accident 
that President Truman, while joyfully accepting the 100,000 certifi- 
cates, announces that he must take fnder advisement some of the 

other matters projected by the commission. 

Make no mistake about it: the commission’s report is a defeat 
for Zionism. We get 100,000 certificates which neither alter the Jew- 
ish minority status in the country nor affect the political future of 
the country—and accompanying the humanitarian gift is a definite 
and clear-cut recommendation which, if adopted, would end all hope 
of Jewish statehood, and condemn the Yishuv to a permanent minor- 
ity status in an international religious museum. 

Who is to blame? Credit is already being given to the six British 
members of the commission for their strategy in obtaining unani- 
mous American approval for the statement of future policy, in ex- 
change for the immediate increase in immigration. Many will no 
doubt see the long arm of the British Colonial Office at work. 

* * * 

From the long range perspective, however, we delude ourselves 
if we place the blame elsewhere than on the shoulders of Zionist 
leadership. What is happening today is the culmination of twenty- 
five years of sad Zionist history—nor were prophets lacking to cry 
out alarms, and point out the dangerous road we were traveling. The 
prophets met the usual fate of men who call public attention to 
unpopular truths. 

No Foreign Office or State Department of any government on 
earth could sustain the series of diplomatic defeats which the Zionist 
movement has undergone, and endure as a government. The pres- 
sure of public indignation would long since have forced out of office 
any party or government guilty of similar flagrant and obvious 
errors of judgment and policy. Surely Zionists must take a prize 
for patience. 

Recent events are the logical culmination of that quarter of a 
century of Zionist political policy. Maximalist demands and aggres- 
Sive diplomatic action have come too late to be of any significant 
effect. And to charges that such demands and such action should 
have marked Zionist policy twenty years ago, the defense is weakly 
made by apologists for Dr. Weizmann and world Zionist leadership 
that that program was not timely or feasible then. 

4 + * 

The contrary is true. When political Zionism was still young, 
international approval still fresh, and British policy not yet crystal- 
ized, we were in the best possible position for defining fully our 
aims. Historically, the period immediately following World War I 
was distinguished by the considerable number of peoples who ob- 
tained fulfillment of their national aspirations. The atmosphere 
was conductive to such fulfillment, but only the Jews were hesitant 
and apologetic about what they wanted. The golden era passed, 
and was succeeded by a period of cynicism toward nationalist claims 
and the interests of the little peoples in particular. The gradual 
congealment of British policy progressively restricted and delimited 
our opportunities, and Zionist leadership all but acquiesced. The re- 
vent granting of independence to Transjordania apart from Pales- 
tine, is a typical, though not the only example of the progressive 
whittling down process. Our protests in this matter carry no weight 
today precisely because we made little objection when the Trans- 
jordan was first severed from Palestine more than twenty years 
ago. Events which seemed of little importance in their day have 
multiplicd in number and significance until Zionist action has be- 
come thoroughly hampered and encumbered. Realization of our 
goal has accordingly become that much more difficult. 

If Zionists understand the commission’s report properly they 
will be startled and shocked. The latest difficulties placed in our 
path now make necessary a complete and radical re-examination of 
our position and our goal. There is no retreat from the mistakes 
of the past, no opportunities for second thought. We must accept 
all the bitter consequences of our past failures. 

It may very well be that the time for political action by Diaspora 
Jewry has passed. We had twenty years of opportunity, and we 
failed. Now our only hope lies with the Yishuy—that Yishuv which 
was created despite our political blunders. If the Zionist ideal is to 
be salvaged and the Jewish state established, only Palestine Jewry 
today possesses the power and the opportunity to achieve that goal. 
Jews were slaughtering seven- 
teen-year-old German girls and 
selling their flesh on the black 
market. Two received six-month 


jail terms. The third got a four- 
month sentence suspended.

CHICAGO—David Bekker is 
another of that small band of 
Jewish artists who, steeped in a 
rich background of folklore and 
general Jewish learning, forever 
carry—whether in subject mat- 
ter or in mood—the remembrance 
of things past, as well as a sen- 
sitively Jewish response to pre- 
sent circumstance. 

Born in Wilna in 1897, Bekker 
began his artistic efforts when a 
mere lad of eleven, under the 
Stimulation of his father’s skill 
as a decorator. By the time he 
was fourteen, Bekker was study- 
ing in Palestine, where he num- 
bered Abel Pann among his first 
teachers. Throughout his wander- 
ings, he continued not only to 
keep very close to the sources of 
Jewish folkloristic and mystical 
knowledge, but also tremendous- 
ly increased his skill as painter 
and sculptor. 

Today, looking much older than 
his forty-nine years, Bekker can 
contemplate with some measure 
of satisfaction the extent of his 
success. He has hung in a num- 
ber of important exhibits, and is 
invited to submit canvases here 
and there across the country. 
However, he would be the first 
to admit, I believe, that this is 
not always the best test of an 
artist’s abilities. Nonetheless, he 
has received a gratifying measure 
of recognition. 


Believe Sadness Dominating 
Mood of Jewish Artists 


On the subject of Jewish ar- 
tists and their work, Bekker be- 
lieves that “if there is any mood 
in the work of most of the Jewish 
artists, it is that of sadness. But 
the mood is visible if and when 
the artists does not suppress what 
he actually feels. The true func- 
tion of the artist is to speak out 
of the truth of his mind and his 
heart, This is impossible where 
a man suppresses his real feelings 
in order to improve himself com- 
mercially.” 

Bekker is of the opinion that 
whatever the artist portrays, he 
reveals not ‘only himseif, but 
his world and his generation as

well. (see cut) 


“The Refugees” 
bears out the truth of this alle- 


gation. But it is doubtful that 
the work of one artist alone, in 
all the variety of subject matter, 
can bear out the validity of this 
theory. Still, it is not impossible 
—indeed it is very probable—that 
a Jewish artist, close to, and in- 
volved in, the problems and pres- 
sures of Jewish life, would choose 
to depict just those thoughts and 
scenes which to his mind most 
closely approximate the deepest 
concerns of his life. 


That is why an artist who is a 
Jew is not necessarily a Jewish 
artist. It depends upon the ex- 
tent to which he has willingly 
and gladty identified himself 
with the patterns of Jewish life, 
and/or the degree to which his 
work reveals some facet of the 
pathos or bitterness or militancy 
(peaceful scenes,

For the most part, Bekker 
draws for subject matter on his 
extensive storehouse of talmudic 
and Kabbalistic learning. “I turn 
back to my _ childhood and 
youth; it is like the reconstruc- 
tion of a dream. There is histor- 
ical value there, too, for the 
paintings are the visible record 
of a lost world.” 

It remains to be seen whether 
David Bekker follows the famil- 
iar road that others before him 
have trodden: namely, the sac- 
rifice of the world he knows best, 
to the great god of ‘getting on.’ 
His recent canvas which hung in 
the All-American show at the 
Chicago Art Institute was called 
“A Moscow Promenade.” That is 
a long way from the “lost worid” 
of a Jew in yesterday’s Wilna.

Request For Americans 
A Trick That Failed 
HE Prime Minister wants 
American soldiers for the 
Holy Land. Also he orders the 
“legal Jewish Army” disbanded. 

Foxy Attlee thought he’d put 
us on the spot, by demanding that 
U. S. soldiers help him keep order 
in Palestine. He counted on the 
jsolationists, says the Day, to 
raise an outcry. Then, he’d have 
his pretext. All action on the Com- 
mission Report would be para- 
lyzed. 

Instead, “the reaction is exactly 
the opposite of what he expected.” 
Shocked, Bartley 
Crum called his 
bluff. “Througlk 
Crum, speaks the 
conscience of 
America.”

U. S. soldiers would not want to 
be responsible for the mess that 
England has cooked up; and 
wouldn’t approve of Britain’s at- 
titude toward the Yishuv. But, 
even if America sands a “token 
army” to Eretz Israel, our Pales- 
tine brethren cannot disarm. 

Most Yiddish comments are the 
same—The Palestine settlers will 
not, and cannot, disarm. 











The Day’s Dingal reminds us: 
The Arabs are threatening! Eng- 
land is not to be trusted to defend 
the Jews from attack. “It has on 
its traitorous head the blood of 
Hebron (1929)”. To require our 
disarming is “to invite the Arabs 
to come and murder a helpless 
community.’’

On the Report in general, the 
Yiddish press is not difficult.

Our usually fiery Mar- 
goshes (Day) praises Truman’s in- 
sistence on action. “For once 
President Truman has spoken out 
of the hearts of all Americans and 
of the whole Jewish people.” 

Even “a maximal Zionist” like 
Fishman, confesses, “At this trag- 
ic hour, when it is a question of 
life or death, we should concen- 
trate on immediate material 
things, rather than the distant 
aim of a Jewish state.”

Name “Sachs” Has 
Romantic History 


The name “Sachs” has a sensa- 
tionally romantic history (M. 
Pearlroth, Day), ranging from 
murder to saxophones. In 1509 a 
thief named Peter Frum was ar- 
rested for robbing a church in 
Stendahl, Prussia. He blamed the 
Jews for doing it. The country’s 
Prince, who owed Jews a lot of 
money, Saw his chance to get rid 
of them. At length, 38 Jews of 
Stendahl were hanged, and the 
rest were deported. The survivors 
settled in Prague, and were giv- 
en the name Sachs. This is an ab- 
breviation of three words in He- 
brew, meaning “The holy remnant 
of Stendahl.” 

The thief, on his deathbed, ad- 
mitted his guilt; but the informa- 
tion was suppressed. Among the 
descendants of the exiles, was the 
Belgian Jew, Adolf Sachs, who in- 
vented the instrument named aft- 
ed him, the saxophone.

URNING of Antonio Homen. 
Like so many secret Jews 
who, in order to escape from the 
snares and persecutions of the 
Inquisition, caused their sons to 
embrace a clerical career, the par- 
ents of Antonio had him 
May 5, educated for the Church. 
1624 On February 22, 1592, he 
took his degree as doc- 
tor and “magister,” and after hav- 
ing served the Church in various 
offices he was appointed deacon 
and professor of canon law at 
Coimbra University, Portugal.

He was closely 
watched, however, and in 1619 a 
secret Synagogue was discovered 
in Lisbon in which this sapient 
Christian theologian actually con- 
ducted the service and even 
preached! On December 18, 1619, 
he was again brought before the 
tribunal of the Inquisition and 
condemned to death and five years 
later, on May 5, 1624, he was 
burned alive at Lisbon. His house 
was razed and over its place was 
erected a pillar bearing the in- 
scription ‘“Praeceptor Infelix.”

Ehrenberg 
Is a Loyal Jew 

Famous Russian journalist Ilya 
Ehrenberg, now visiting here, is 
a loyal Jew, says the Journal’s L. 
Kusman. Middle height, gray- 
blond hair, red cheeks, stooped, 
far-away look, scholarly. Used to 
be a poet; but the war made him 
a “fighter with the pen.” He can’t 
conceive of humanity without the 
Jewish people; for civilization 
would disappear. He understands 
Yiddish, but speaks Russian. And 
here is the most interesting part: 
this Communist says, “I do not 
like the Germans.” Then, remem- 
bering something, he continues, 
“T have no _ race-theories. But 
there is too much blood that has 
flowed, and is separating us.”

Christian Scientist 
Reverts to Judaism 

An old man from New England 
has been a Christian Scientist for 
years (he writes to Fishman). He 
is a plain Jew, born abroad. But 
now he is returning to our faith. 
How did it all happen? 

Seven years ago his wife died. 
His spirit was shattered, and he 
sought peace and understanding. 
He went to his rabbi, graduate 
of the JTS, who finally confessed 
that he had doubts himself, about 
religion. Then he tried the ortho- 
dox; and discovered nothing but 
dryness, and ignorant praying 
through habit. The rabbi was 
very able and famous; but “he 
was too busy making a living, and 
running to speak at New York 
conventions; to give time to any- 
one’s spiritual needs.’? Then, the 
man wandered into a Christian 
Science reading room, where he 
found enthusiastic people and

might arouse a new Sabbatian 
heresy. Old and new charges were 
trumped up and finally the mystic 
was excommunicated and his 
writings condemned to the flames. 
He wandered to other communi- 
ties and finally at the stage of 
40 he and his family settled in 
Palestine. But scarcely had he 
and his wife and son set foot 
on the sacred soil when they suc- 
cumed to the pestilence of 1747. 
Although Luzzatto was active 
as a mystic he is primarily noted 
for his beautiful Hebrew writing. 
The Hebrew language took on a 
new lease of life through his 
plays and poems and to him 
must be accorded the distinction 
of being the father of modern 
Hebrew literature. In passing, the 
compiler of these weekly columns 
would like to comment that in 
1915 there appeared a translation 
of “La’ yeshawrim  T’hilah” 
(“Praise for Righteousness”) from 
the pen of Rabbi Herbert Gold- 
stein of New York and his fiance, 
now his wife, Rebecca Fischel. 
The translation was the result 
of an ideal set by the couple to 
produce jointly some religious or 
ethical work, as a souvenir for 
their wedding. They chose Luzzat- 
to’s epithalamium as_ appropri- 
ate for their purpose, since it 
was originally written by Luz- 
zatto on the occasion of the mar- 
riage of a friend of his.
